taken and tho improvement in mellmds 
for the prevention and extinction of lires 
have incalcidably diinini-shed the aggre 
gate iiiissible destruction. And yet 
nineh more remains to he done and 
fiught to be done. The vast niajoiity 
of tiros result from caridessncsi 
cither in building or 111 the luaiiaLieineiit 
of houses, and most priuninent in the list 
of probable causes stand rum and tobacco, 
Tlio fi>rinor blunts and deadens the in- 
Htinct uf carefulness for the preservation 
of |)roporty and lite, and the latter fur- 
ni.shes the ready means to start a con- 
Ibigration. 'I'lie half tipsy man is all tho 
more inclined to light bis [lipe in [jropor- 
tioii as he is incapable of doing so with 
any approach to carefulness, and the only 
wonder is that with lighted cigar stumps, 
falling ashe.', and tho kindling match, 
property is as .secure from dos'-ruction a.s 
it is. . Heedle.ssness as to the location of 
ash heaps, and tlie condition of the em- 
bers wlien thrown out is a very freijueiit 
cause uf fires, as are also the iiisulticient 
security of pipe holes, and the reckless 
handfing of lamps. It would be an ox 
colleiit thing if teachers in our schools 
were occassioiially to call the attention of 
their iiu[)ils to the c^iu.ses and |ireventioii 
of tiros, and the same tiling might bo done 
by large employers of labor witli regard to 
their employes. It is really wi.mderful 
what carelos.s habits even the best of 
housekecpora are guilty of, and a reniind- 
«T now and then might easily induce a 
more thoughtful avoidance of prevontihle 
causes, Then, again, legiHlati(Ui, both 
nuinicipal and parliamentary, lias much 
more ; to do in thi.s lino. Firo limits 
ought" to bo extended in our cities and 
towns, and some aim[do but cireclivu aids 
to extingushiiig incipient contlai^ratiuiis 
.mIiouUI be rondorod obligatory in all pub- 
lic building.s, factories and shops. The 
fact that tho loss by lire averages higher 
than the total losses by business failures, 
and tliat a vast proportion of that loss 
■nijjUi l>ti |jiuvelited, ouglit, in the inter- 
est uf oconuniy as well as of life, to stim- 
ulate all classes to the exercise of all 
p(.is8iblo care and precuuliun in this re- 
gard.
